3905 Axis Planes 
Ruined in 4 Days

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, May

Allied Air Forces continued their nonstop on- 


slaught against Italian and Sicilian air fields yesterday and 
destroyed 17 more planes in the air and on the ground, it

aircraft destroyed in four days and 
nights by squadrons based in 
French North Africa to 293, and 
12 others have been accounted for 
in the same period by Middle East 
and Malta fliers, boosting the fig- 
ure to 305. 

American Flying Fortresses 
bombed the airfield at Borizzo in 
northwestern Sicily yesterday, 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
communique said, shooting down 
six of the 50 or more enemy fight- 
ers which battled fiercely in an 
effort to stop the raid. They 
scored numerous hits on the Ad- 
ministration building and two 
blocks of barracks and destroyed 
nine enemy planes on the ground 
despite the interception.

FAIR ENOUGH 
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Minor Mistakes 


The Gallup Poll, in an effort to discover 
how available man power for the war factories 
could be used to greater efficiency and larger 
production, went to the workers themselves 
in five of the principal war production areas, 


The workers in many factories in these areas 
were asked in what manner, in their opinion, 
was the management guilty of errors which 
resulted in slowing down production of the 
vital materiel of war. The result reveals some 


interesting criticisms and, if management does > 


not take results of this poll to heart and seek 
to rectify its own faults, thus disclosed, it will 
be guilty of serious lack of understanding of the 
job now before the nation. 

However, even though many workers have 
constructive suggestions to make, it is plain the 
workers themselves in many instances even now 
fail to properly comprehend the role they are 
called on to play in the war. Too many of 
them do not seem able to realize they are, in 
actuality, soldiers of the nation. 


For instance, one complaint made by work- 
ers is that some factories fail to offer incen- 
tive payments for better work. It is immediate- 
ly evident that any worker who does not find 
in the needs of his nation at war all the incen- 
tive required for his best possible work, is & 
worker who is woefully lacking in American 
patriotism. In fact by his criticism he thereby 
confesses that money is an incentive of greater 
power, with him, than love of country. 

Another criticism leveled at some work 
bosses is that they are too lenient, that “too 
many workers are sitting around doing 
. nothing.” Surely, in such cases, the leniency 
- of the boss is an insignificant fault compared 
to the veniality of the should-be worker who 
does the sitting around? 

Many of the criticisms, however, are gen- 
uine and worth while. For instance, 13 per 
cent of the workers questioned spoke of poor 
planning in production, lack of co-ordination 
between departments or failure to supply ma- 
terials on time. These are legitimate causes 
for constructive criticism. 

Other points made included such things as 
failure by management to profit by suggestions 
and ideas of workers, the “wrong men in the 
wrong jobs,” unfair wages, lack of competent 
supervisors, etc. 

It is significant, however, that in 46 per 
cent of the plants visited the workers said they 
' were unable to point to any important mistakes 
by the management. 

On the whole, management is doing a pretty 
good job, even by the judgment of the workers 
themselves. ~ 

And, while tens of thousands of coal miners, 
thousands of automobile plant workers (now 
engaged in work production) will go on strike 
, over a matter of pay rates, conditions of work, 
union recognition, closed shop and other issues 
‘ which are as nothing compared to the loyalty 
expected of good Americans, the faults of 
management can hold only a most minor place 
- when compared fo the betrayal of their country 
by striking workers.

Bread for Armies 

Dispatches from the front in North Africa 
telling of the shortage of bread and the fact 
that it is so popular with the soldiers the 
smallest bits were saved for dessert have found 
a ready answer in this country. ' 

The Army, it was announced, has developed 
a new field bakery that can be set up in half 
an hour by a few men with simple tools and 
turn out a daily 4,000 loaves. 

The making of bread is one of the oldest 
occupations of man—even in traces of the 
oldest races there is evidence of the making of 
breads. Through history it has been the staple 
ciet of the common people and no small credit 
is given bread as a factor in the stamina of 
the Russian armies today. 

So that, if it may be said an army fights 
on its stomach, bread is the chief factor in an 
army's fighting. So it proved in North Africa

Industrial Accidents 

['wenty-five per cent increase in the number 
of industria! accidents during the past year is 
not surprising nor should it be cause for undue 
alarm, 

The large increase in industrial employment 
because of the war and the consequent induc- 
tion into factory work of many persons who 
have in the past not engaged in such occupa- 
tion, may be expected to result in a rise in the 
accident graph. 

As pointed out by William Grogan, of the 
Department of Labor, who was in Atlanta this 
week in the cause of greater industrial safety, 
it is the failure by new employes to acquire 
that “feel of the job,” which can come only 
by experience, which js chiefly to blame for 
the higher accident rate. 

Yet special efforts to reduce the accidem 
drain on man power and woman power in war 
industry are being made and should, in short 
order, show gratifying results. In the Atlanta 
area, for instance, a safety engineer of the 
National Safety Council is to be made available 
for consultation with plant managers on safety 
problems and devices. 

By such means and by encouragement of 
employe-employer co-operation, new workers 
should quickly learn the basic principles ol 
care which avoids accidents and the record of 
worker injuries and deaths soon show a sharp 
decrease.

The project undertaken by the Library of 
Congress to restore to celluloid more than 
5,000 motion picture subjects of artistic and 
historical value is imminently worth while in 
that it will form the basis of a permanent 
record of early screen art.

Several farmers of Washington county report 
that Negroes they had employed to work crops 
this year have deserted their farms to accept jobs 
as stevedores at Savannah.

PERFECT ANSWER WASHINGTON, May 23.—Prime Min- 


ister Churchill gave the perfect answer 

to critics of Allied high command strategy when, in his address 
before congress, he said it was evident that, “while the defeat of 
Japan would not mean the defeat of Germany, the defeat of Ger- 
many would infallibly mean the ruin of Japan.” 

Nothing said on the war so far better epito- 
mizes our whole strategy. These few words 
sum up the situation completely. 

The only amazement about it all is that 
there should ever be any dispute in the matter. 
No one for a moment doubted the wisdom of 
our course when it was first announced by the 
President and the prime minister. 

It is only now after the first tension over 
Europe has been removed that the armchair 
strategists dare to raise their heads. 

The Russian front has apparently been sta- 
bilized; there is no longer any fear that the Red 
army will fold up. We have taken over the 
entire northern coast of Africa, and nave chased 

the Axis out of the Dark Continent. In the space of little more than 
a year and a half we have laid down an army on the outskirts of 
Europe that is ready to launch an invasion of Hitler’s continental 
fortress. Germany for the first time in the war has been put 
definitely on the defensive. .Her cities are being pounded almost 
daily by mighty Allied air forces. 

At such a moment critics of Allied strategy would have the high 
command change its plans to make allowance for a determined 
attack on Japan before we move against Hitler. They want us to 
hold up everything in the making against Germany until we knock 


the Japs out. 
Even if the brains of our

military leaders in both 


Britain and the United States had not already decided upon our 
present course, it is difficult to understand haw any person of ordi- 
nary intelligence could urge a different line of action. . 

That we should have certain elements in congress vociferously 
shouting for a revision in the carefully made plans is utterly aston- 
ishing. If the demands came from sources outside of congress 
we might dismiss them as the ravings of irresponsible souls. But 
when men holding high office take such a position publicly it is 
downright disheartening.

ing I walked into the office of Colonel Robert Ginsburgh in the vast 

Pentagon building just after he had completed a weekly news broad- 

cast by short wave to the American troops on the various overseas 
fronts. 

The colonel is most popular with all who 
know him. I had the pleasure of being in his 
company for three weeks a few months before 
Pear! Harbor on a tour of the nation’s defense 
plants. He was in Atlanta recently with the 
undersecretary of war, Robert Patterson. 

The overseas broadcast was about the south 
and what is going on there industrially in be- 
half of the Army. I asked for his scrip and 
got it. When I had read it I was prouder of the 
south than ever before. I knew it was doing 
a magnificent job in production. But never 
before had I been able to get an official Army 
document released for publication which more 
or less listed the products the south is sending 
into battle. 

What follows is exactly what the soldiers 
overseas and the men on ships heard if they 
had their radios tuned in to their home country ~ 

on Saturday. Here it ts: 
The south is in the thick 


“THE SOUTH IS IN THIS WAR!” 
of this war. both at 


home and overseas. In looking over lists of decorations and cita- 
tions I've sometimes got the impression that a soldier isn’t eligible 
unless he comes from the south. And in the past few montna, 
visiting war plants in the south, I’ve got the impression that the 
Army-Navy E is getting to be the standard flag for southern war 
industry. The Army and Navy has awarded more than 212 Army- 
Navy E’s in the south already, and this highest tribute from the 
armed forces to war industry is being earned by ‘more southern 
plants daily. There seems to be hardly a southern civilian left 
who isn’t working directly for the war. Take Alabama. for ex- 
ample. Eighty per cent of all the industries in the state which could 
posibly make a contribution to the war effort are hard at work 
turning out the things you need to lick the Nazis and the Japs. 

The same story could be told about every southern state from 
Maryland to Florida, from Texas to Virginia. I wish there were 
time to tell all I’ve seen in thousands of miles of travel through the 
south. Instead, I'll just have to pick some highlights of what the 
south is doing. 

Wherever you are, take a look around you and youl) see some- 
thing sent by the south. 

See those Liberators, Helldiver A-25's, Marauders, 
geance bombers. They were made in the south. 

The steel mats from which you take off and land in your attacks 
on the enemy, they come form the south, too. 

The shells fired from those planes, the bombs they drop, the 
radios that guide them, the aluminum to build them and the power 
to make that aluminum; those are some more products of the south. 

Did you handle a shell, a hand grenade, ammunition for 8 
Garand, some TNT, or a fuse today? If so, there’s a pretty good 
chance you were handling something made in Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, South Carolina, Texas, Virginia, Missouri, 
West Virginia, Maryland, Arkansas or Tennessee. 

If you slept uner a duck tent or half-shelter and put on some 
cotton clothing, well, you know where that came from. 

If you're in Tunisia, your mosquito netting may have come from 
North Carolina, and if you're in Dutch Harbor, Alaska, your parka 
may have come from Texas cotton.

FROM GEORGIA The bulldozer that ploughed your airfield 
came from Georgia; the parachute tnat 


saved your life was made in Kentucky, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Tennessee or Virginia. 

The M-4 that pushed the Nazis back is marked “Made in Mis- 
souri.” The landing craft that set you ashore on a Jap-held island 
came from Florida. The ammunition cart that brought up those 
37 mm. shells drove all the way from Georgia. 

The gas and oil that power your planes and armored cars ts life- 
blood pumped deep from the heart of Texas. 

The shoes on which you march, the canteens from which you 
drink, the tents in which you sleep, these come from the length 
and breadth of the south. . 

Every piece of materiel you brought with you, from nowitzers te 
helmets, from trucks to trench mortars came packed in wood. Much 
of that wood is good southern pine, billions of board feet of it 
traveling right from Dixie to the distant fronts. 

That will give you a general idea of what the south is doing. 
Even so, it doesn’t include all kinds of farming to provide the food 
that keeps you going and it doesn’t give you any idea of all tne 
small plants making things like tent pegs and bandoleers: 

You soldiers from the south are scattered on 50 fronts or more, 
your 15 states are backing you up. Wherever you are, from New 
Caledonia to North Africa, the south is solidly behind you.

But the oil was taken 
at one time of the day and the 
menus furnishing vitamin A were 
scheduled for four to five hours 
later. Under those conditions, there | 
was no loss of the vitamin that 
could be measured. 

I am in favor of a reducer’s 
French dressing made with min- 
eral oil and for what I regard as 
very good reasons. The decrease 
in quantity of food always tends 
toward constipation and a lubri- 
cant is needed. Mineral oil is a 
lubricant. 

For another thing, the dressing 
adds zest to salads—important 
foods in anyone’s diet, but par- 
ticularly in the reducer’s. Any- 
thing that helps the reducer to 
stay with a diet until excess fat 
is lost is a health measure because 
excessive weight is not healthy. 
And, lastly, now that salad oils 
are rationed, mineral oil comes in 
very handy for French dressing. 
It saves the red stamps for extra 
meat. 

It would be hard for the reducer 
who follows my Victory Reducing 
Diet to miss out on vitamin A.

More attention should also be focused on developing school ac- 
tivities for older children outside of school hours. Our duty as re- 
gards the children of women war workers is not accomplished when 
we establish a nursery to look after little children while their 
mothers go to work. Our high rate of juvenile delinquency, which 
is increasing in many places, shows quite well that not enough 
attention is being paid to the older children. 

Communities are evidently slower in sensing this situation and 
in preparing to do- something about it, because the applications 
coming into the Federal Works Agency for Lanham act funds are 
far larger in number for day nursery care than they are for extra 
school activities. 

I have just received a plan which has been put in operation in 
the White Plains, New York, hospital. It is called the “Volunteer 
Orderly Corps,” and, for short, they call themselves “VOCS.” This 
group is composed of older men who volunteer for duty in the hos- 
pital for three hours each week. They may volunteer for longer 
if they wish, since it does not interfere with any other work they 
are doing. With a little training they apparently become very ac- 
ceptable aides to the professional orderlies and have considerably 
relieved the shortage of men,

In the Legion’s department of 
Virginia, the first post of an All- 
World War II membership has 
been organized with fifteen cha:- 
ter members, of which nine have 
heen in action. It is called Pearl 
Harbor Post. It differs in no way 
from the other posts of the Legion 
except in point of qualificatid of 
members. It is planned to or- 
ganized other similar posts, but all 
under Legion auspices. 

Omaha Post No. 1 of the Legion, 
the largest single post in the 
United States, as a result of merg- 
ing several posts into the one 
body, recently took in 119 veterans 
of this war and the various Legion 
posts of the department of Cali- 
fornia report about 600 new mem- 
bers from World War II, It is 
estimated that 160,000 Legion 
naires, or men who were in unl. 
form in World War I, are back in 
the service. Most of them must 
now be around middle age. It 
is also estimated that there are 
400,000 sons, nephews and broth- 
ers of Legionnaires under. arms, 
and they are almost sure to be- 
come members of the Legion after 
the war. 

The Legion is concerning itself 
with numerous war activities at 
this time, and is demanding that 
man be discharged outright 
from the service at the end of the 
war unless he has a job awaiting 
him. It is further advocating a 
system of furloughs with pay and 
allowances to be put into effect 
that returning soldiers and 


sonable time as they have found 
jobs and here is where I see eye 
to eye with the old timers. 

They are coming close to my 
idea of continuing the pay of the 
discharged men for a year after 
the war. I would like to see leg- 
islation to this effect enacted now,

The post office department is taking care of the distribution 
of these application cards through their mail carriers who are 
dropping the cards in every mail box in the country. In that 
way, no one’s particular address is needed. 

Everyone will get a card, and all he has to do is to fill out the 
card—but be sure that it is complete and accurate, or it will be 
returned for corrections. 


No Certificate Needed 
For Recapping Tires. 


Recently a man wrote to find out what kind of tires he could get 
since he does not need his car in his job. 

“I rarely use it except on weekends,” he 
wrote, “but the tires I have aren’t much good 
any more.” 

At first OPA required people wanting recaps 
to get a certificate from an official tire inspector 
saying that the tires needed recaps.
